France revenged itself for all the reflections

Still as when Gray wrote his elegy in the 
churchyard of Stokes Poges “the paths of glory 
lead but to the grave.” Humphrey Cobb, a 
young American, educated in Italy and England, 
who in 1915 at the age of seventeen went to 
Montreal in order to enlist and serve overseas 
in a Canadian battalion, has written a war 
book, “The Paths of Glory.” It promises to 


become as talked of as “All Quiet on the 
Western Front.” 


The book fictionises some appalling episodes 
in a French regiment sent on an impossible task 
to gratify the ambition of a French general to 
acquire the ribbon of the Legion of Honor. 
Hemmed in between barrages and. with fifty per 
cent casualties, the wretched men were hurled 
back to their own trenches. Angered at their 
failure to win him a ribbon, the general has the 
regiment made prisoner and accused of coward- 
ice in the face of the enemy. Men from each 
company are executed before their fellows as 
an example to the rest 

With simple dramatic power, the author 
brings out the heroisms and the helplessness of 
the men selected as victims to the vanity of the 
ribbon-crazed military madman. It's a book 
that any government moving towards war will 
suppress Like “All Quiet on the Western 
Front,” there are passages in it too true to 
nature for reproduction for newspaper readers. 
I'll try and find time in my own campaign on 
the Edson front, to write a fuller review of it 
for an ensuing column 


Even in civil life the paths of glory often 
lead to the grave. You who have newspaper 
memories, do you recall so far back as March 
3 of this year, when the press agencies sent out 
a despatch about Julia Graham, a beautiful 
stage-struck choir singer from a little town in 
West Virginia, who swallowed poison because 


she couldn't succeed in getting before the 
public 


A few weeks later she made the headlines 
again. Sentimental people like myself made 
a mental note of it. Julia Graham had achieved 
her wish. Recovered from the poison, a Holly- 
wood producer had given her a screen test and 
a job in “bit” roles 

Yesterday, as I write, Julia was before the 
public again in a third act of her life drama. 
Her nude body, crumpled on the floor before 
a mirror, with a bullet in her left temple, was 
found in the bedroom of a Hollywood camera 
man. The camera man was not making screen 
tests. He says he was in an adjoining room, 
and knew nothing about what Julia was doing 
till he heard the shot. Doctors say an hour 
elapsed after the wounding before the police 
were summoned.

Dizziness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY * 


Dizziness is only a symptom, but a very 
common one. Many patients are confused by 
the word vertigo, yet vertigo and dizziness 
mean exactly the same thing. Certainly the 
sensation is a most unpleasant and disagreeable 
one. However, dizziness which occurs occa- 
sionally, as a general rule 
does not indicate a serious 
disorder, But if you are per- 
sistently dizzy, I believe that 
the best plan is for you to 
obtain an examination ‘to'de- 
termine what is causing the 
recurrence of this particular 
symptom. 

The patient may refer to 
dizziness as giddiness, or may 
say that “My head swims,” 
The symptom refers to a dis- 
turbance of the sense of balance, or equilibrium. 
The patient may feel that objects near him are 
going around, or may feel that he is turning. 
Sometimes the floor under his feet seems to be 
tipping under him, which will cause him to 
stumble and to walk unsteadily. While dizzi- 
ness is not a disease, but a symptom, it may 
accompany many diseases, and the cause in any 
given case may be entirely different from the 
cause in another case.

Probably the two most common causes of 
dizziness are stomach upsets and a sluggish 
liver, either of which is capable of inducing an 
attack of vertigo. The giddiness which accom- 
panies biliousness is quite common, and the 
attack usually does not last for any great length 
of time. The patient has a poor appetite, may 
notice digestive distress or headache and finds 
that when he tries to move, objects blur or turn 
black in front of him. He is troubled by a 
swimming sensation in the head and will reach 
for a support with his hand. If he stoops over, 
he may find that when he tries to rise to the 
erect position, the dizziness becomes noticeable. 
As soon as the digestion or bilious attack passes 
off, the dizziness disappears - 

If the dizziness appears while on a street 
car, while riding in an automobile, or while in 
a motion picture theatre, it is probably due to 
eyestrain, and the best rule to follow is to have 
the eyes examined to determine if glasses are 
required. Usually, this type of giddiness ceases 
when the patient closes the eyes. 

Different ear disorders may cause dizziness 
due to the fact that the balancing mechanism 
by means of which we keep track of the position 
of the body and of our relationship to nearby 
objects in space, is located in the ear. An in- 
flammation of the middle ear, Meniere's Disease, 
and oto-sclerosis may all induce dizziness, which 
is a prominent symptom 


Dizziness is also a symptom which may 
occur in neurasthenia, anemia, and low blood 
pressure Some of the patients with high 
blood pressure, with which is associated hard- 
ening of the arteries, exhibit a troublesome 
dizziness. 


The excessive use of tobacco, alcohol, or 
coffee, is capable of causing dizziness, which 
usually does not remain for any length of time, 
but becomes noticeable for variable periods and 
then fades away, 

Auto-intoxication is 
many attacks of giddiness 
be completely relieved 
toxic cause is removed. 

The presence of a heart disorder, or an in- 
terference with the circulation, will bring on 
dizziness.

On This Date 


On this date, in 1814, was fought 
the battle of Lundy's Lane, Nia- 
gara. Some Americans have been 
prone to boast that the battle was 
a victory for the United States, 
but they overlook Theodore 
Roosevelt, who in his “History of 
1812" wrote: “It is beyond ques- 
tion that it was a defeat and not 
a victory for the Americans. They 
left the field and retired to Fort 
Erie, while the British held the 
field and the next day pursued 
their foes.” 

Yet it is a fact that the Amer- 
icans took a large number of 
British prisoners Among them 
was Major General Riall, who 
had been wounded, and Captains 
Loring, McLean, Nelles, Gore, 
Washbourne; Lieuts. Youle, Fraz- 
ier, Robins, Warffe; Quartermasi- 
ers Linn and Cairns; Ensign Kil- 
bourne; and Captain W. Hamilton 
Merritt, later the legislator and 
the creator of the Welland canal. 
They were marched first to Buf- 
falo and thence to Greenbush, 
Mass., where they were kept for 
eight months until the close of the 
wear.

been a very hard one; they were 
permitted to play billiards and 
cricket; but they were forced to 
go to church where the preacher 
denounced those who had refused 
to join the revolution and con- 
demned them and their descend- 
ants to perpetual hell fire.

Why a Cenotaph?

The question has 
“Why a Cenotaph?” It could be 
answered in many ways, but— 
well, here is a true story. 

It is Givenchy, June 15, 1915 
No need to deal with the “show 
itself It has been officially 
termed a “reverse.” but might 
more aptly be described as a 
disaster. It is afterwards—when 
the pitiful remnants of an ex- 
hausted battalion—the Iist—were 
withdrawn and sent to rest billets 
at Bethune. 

Some 700 or 800 men had “gone 
in” to Givenchy; and a large per- 
centage were men of the 9th 
Battalion—the 101st Fusiliers from 
Edmonton. They displayed the 
usual heroic bravado—and the 
term is used in its best sense— 
while waiting for the signal at 
zero hour. There is no room to 
describe what happened—the con- 
fusion caused by the mine sent 
up before the raid, which “back- 
fired” into the Canadian trenches, 
causing numerous casualties and 
taking with it a Canadian bomb 
depot; the destruction caused by 
the answering fire of German 
artillery to the two 18-pounders 
in the Canadian front line, which 
were intended to sweep the Ger- 
man wire at point-blank range— 
but were quickly put out of ac- 
tion with great losses to the gun 
crews and the waiting infantry; 
the tragic retirement after pene- 
trating three lines of the enemy's 
trenches and finding no support 
on either flank—caught like rats 
in a trap!

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vivors had one of the saddest ex- 
periences of their lives. They 
were drawn up for roll call, The 
only officer left—now one of Ed- 
monton’s most highly respected 
citizens—called the roll, As name 
after name was read out with no 
response, the officer found it dif- 


ficult to continue. His voice 
choked and great manly tears 
streamed down his cheeks. The 


men made little effort to control 
their emotions, and wept un- 
ashamed. 

Many of the men who did not 
answer the roll that day were Ed- 
montonians—your fathers, hus- 
bands, sons, brothers and friends. 

Why a cenotaph? 

This is but one incident of the 
ghastly war. Every returned mar 
who served in the trenches could 
tell of many such. The survivors 
of the gallant 49th Battalion held 
their church parade on Sunday 
last. There were numerous gaps 
Many Edmonton boys who woul: 
have been present are now sleep- 
ing in Flanders fields. 

This is true of every unit which 
left this city. And there were 
many others who served in out- 
side units. Truly Capt. G. G. Rey- 
nolds said on Sunday: “I would 
like to see Edmonton erect a 
memorial to keep green the mem- 
ory of those who died in the 
Great War. We need such a 
memorial to preserve our sacred 
memories.”
